AN IMPORTANT TREATY 


By the Bepublio* ot Central Amerlos 


tor the Paolftoatlon ol Salvador. 


NEW YORK, Aug. H.-The Guatemalan 


Consul General bore furnishes tho fol- 
lowing text of tho recent treaty between 
Guatemala, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and 
Honduras: 


ARTICLE I. Tho high contracting parties 
• nd themselves to recognize the legal 
regime In Salvador a» soon as that regime 
be restored In conformity with tho count- 
tutlca existing before the events which took 
place on tho 2id ot June of this year. 


ART II. They also stipulate that tho ills- 


i'mament of the armies ol Guatemala, 
Honduras and Salvador IB to taku place as 
soon as the de facto government ot Mr. 
Ezeta haa ceased to eslst and the constitu- 
tion government bo re-established; said 
armies to be reduced to a peace f >otinR. 


ABT. IIL Tho separation of Ezoti Trom 


power In Salvador being indispensable for 
the restoration of constitutional order, tho 
high contracting partlea agree in donmml- 
Ing such leparatlon. guaranteeing him life 
and properties and freedom to icnvo the 
country.
